‘Vandenberg envisaged an arms 
reduction program under “depend- 
able” guarantees and a curb on 


the U.N. veto power. 

At the same time, the Senate 
Republican foreign policy leader 
said that ie wrt soo othe md 
ro rogram, to submitted to 
Guanes Monday, should be con- 
fined to a “relatively short in- 
terim” period, 

He said any long-term military 
aid plan under the North Atlantic 
treaty should not be submitted to 
Congress until next year, and 
should await development of a 
self-help defense program under 
the treaty. — 

Stand Is a Surprise. 

Vandenberg’s statement, made 
fn an interview, came as a sur- 
prise on the eve of a Presidential 
message to urge early Congres- 
sional action on a $1,450,000,000 
initial arms aid program. It was 
madewnly 48 hours after the Sen- 
ate gave overwhelming approval 
to the Atlantic pact. The approval 
was accompanied by indications 
of serious trouble ahead for the 
pact’s implementation through 
arms shipments. 

Vandenberg declined to say 
whether he would oppose or, sup- 
port the arms plan. But he made 
clear that at this stage the arms 
plan does not bear the stamp of 
approval of bi-partisan foreign 
policy leaders, The Michigan

000, Say Doctors 


The chance of contracting polio- 
myelitis is about 1 to 10,000 in 
this country, even in a year when 
there are severe epidemics, the 
St. Louis Medical Society points 
out in its recent bulletin, which 
described a symposium on the 
disease held under its auspices. 

For persons living in epidemic 
areas, the ratio of those likely to 
ee afflicted was placed at 1 to 


Although the number of polio- 
myelitis cases in the city and St. 
Louis county is ruhning far ahead 
of 1946, previous peak year for 
the disease here, public health of- 
ficials have said there is no epi- 
demic. 

“For children under five years 
of age, which is the most vul- 
nerable period, there is only one 
chance in 300 of getting the dis- 
ease even though they may be 
living in the midst of an out- 
break,” the society ‘stated. 


Crippling Cases in Minority. 
“Yet people get panicky when 
‘polio’ is mentioned. What they 


fear is that the patient will be 
left crippled, but this happens 
only in a minority of cases.” 

Of every 100 individuals who 
contract the disease, it was point- 
ed out, 50 will recover completely 
and be none the worse for their 
experience; 25 to 30 will show 
slight after-effects but not enough 
to interfere with their leading 
practically a normal life; 15 to 20 
will be left seriously crippled, and 
five to 10 will die. 

Poliomyelitis is a communicable 
disease, but its method of spread- 
ing is not definitely known, the 
society’s article stated. 

“Scientific evidence has contin- 
ued to mount during the last 10 
years indicating that*the disease 
is transmitted most often by inti- 
mate contact between a suscepti- 
ble person and someone HMarboring 
the virus,” it continued. 

“This someone may or may not 
show recognizable symptoms of 
infantile paralysis. There is as 
yet no way of telling in advance

Wahlgren reminded St. Louisans 
that today is the fifteenth anni- 
versary of the hottest day on rec- 
ord here, a day in which 90 de- 
grees was just a starter. 

The official temperature °* 1:50 
p.m, July 24, 1934 stood - 0.2 
degrees, the hottest recorc ce 
the Weather Bureau. wa: _ab- 
lished in 1871. Temperatui.s of 
109 were reached on July 20 ahd 
July’ 23, 1934 and on July 25 the 
reading was 108. : 
Forty-one St. Louis area resi- 
dents died of heat exhaustion 15 
years ago-yesterday and by the 
end of the month a total of 394 
heat deaths had been recorded for 
the hot summer, Temperatures 
averaged 87,2 for the month. Even 
that average was surpassed in the 
drouth year of 1936, when the 
average was 87.4 for July. 
Wahlgren said temperatures this 
month were averaging close to 80 
degrees, not far above the July 
normal of 79.2. Humidity, however, 
has been much higher this month 
than in 1934 and 1936 because 
10.53 inches of rainfall have been 
registered against 1.22 for July, 
1934, and 6 for July, 1936.

Says Historic Sites Act 
Will Allow Formation 
of Corporation With- 
out Delay. 


Immediate formation of a Cor- 
poration, as permitted by the Fed- 
eral Historic Sites Act, to take 
over the development, construc- 
tion, maintenance and operation 
of the Jefferson National Expan- 
sion Memorial on: the St. Louis 
riverfront was advocated yester- 


day by Mayor Joseph M. Darst 
in a letter to Secretary of the 
Interior Julius A. Krug. 

Such a corporation, the Mayor 
said, will do away with the pres- 
ent division of responsibility and 
authority for the development of 
the .memorial area and will vest 
control in a board composed main- 
ly of citizens of St. Louis, which 
he said had the paramount inter- 
est and stake in the project. 

He suggested that the board of 
directors fore the corporation be 
composed of the Secretary of the 
Interior, the Mayor, the president 
of the Jefferson National Expan- 
sion Memorial Commission, and 
two citizens to be appointed by 
the Mayor. 

The financing for the corpora- 
tion would be on the basis- on 
which the riverfront project was 
originally developed, one-quarter 
of the cost to be borne by the 
city and three-quarters of the cost 
to be borne by the Federal Gov- 
ernment, the Mayor said. 

History of Project. 

Citing the history of the project, 
the Mayor said the city author- 
ized a bond issue of $7,500,000 for 
the memorial and that the Federal 
government was to match this 
with $22,500,000. About $9,000,000

YUGOSLAVIA WITHDRAWS 
AID FROM GREEK REBELS 


BELGRADE, July 23 (AP) — 
Foreign Minister Edvard Kardelj 
said today Yugoslavia has with- 
drawn “moral and political” sup- 
port from the Greek rebels be- 
cause of the .Cominform’s anti- 
Yugoslav campaign. 

His statement underscored a 
declaration two weeks ago by 
Premier-Marshal Tito that the 
Greek-Yugoslav border had been 
closed to protect the Yugoslav 
people from the Greek war. It 
was issued in response to ques- 
tions from Tanjug—official Yugo- 
slav news agency. 

Kardelj said Greek Communist 
leaders, after passage 13 months 
ago of a Cominform resolution 
against Tito, adopted had “an 
open policy of hostility and in- 
trigue against Yugoslavia.”

Testimony Called ‘Fantastic.’ 

At Lake Success, N. Y., Andrew

testimony as “fantastic.” 
Cordier said Lie “has adhered 
strictly to the policies of the Gen- 
eral Assembly regarding the re- 
cruitment of United Nations per- 
sonnel.” 

“Mr. Lie has always carried out 
the specific policies laid down by 
the General Assembly for him,” 
Cordier said, 

Lie, now on vacation in Norway, 
is expected to return to Lake Suc- 
cess Aug. 15. 

30 Pages of Testimony. 

The 30-page transcript of tes- 
timony by Witness No. 8 indicated 
he is a foreigner, From the many 
questions he was asked relating to 
Czechoslovakia, it appears he 
might be a Czech. 

There was speculation whether 
he was the “Mr. X” who testified 
early in the hearings. The com- 
mittee then said that a disclosure 
of his identity might endanger 
his life. 

No. 8 told the committee that 
“the Communist influence” in the 
U.N. Secretariat could never have 
developed to the extent it has “if 
there had not been pressure from 
the top.” 

It is so great, he said, that 
“people, even of democratic con- 
viction, who don’t like to lose their 
positions, become instruments of 
the Communist apparatus or are 
frightened to resist and to take a 
clear-cut democratic standpoint.” 

“There must be,” he said, “a 
machine within the U.N. organ- 
ization which sees to it that em- 
ployes who are hired from the 
different countries, including the 
United States, are not of Commu- 
nist inclination.” 

The witness said the only as- 
Sistant secretary general who re- 
sisted was “the Australian, Com- 
mander Jackson,” and added he 
was fired last summer under 
pressure from Arkady Sobolev, 
described as the Russian assistant 
secretary in charge of the security 
department. Jackson “was dis- 
missed by Trygve Lie on the in- 
sistence of Sobolev,” the witness 


said. 
“Silent Terror.” 

He told the committee that So- 
bolev, whom he said was recently 
replaced by another Russian, Kon- 
stantine E. Zinchenko, “exercised 
a silent terror on the personnel” 
of the United Nations. The dis- 
missal of Jackson, he continued, 
“increased the fear of the United 
Nations personnel, It was not any 
more sure of any protection.” 

At another point he remarked: 

“The people are so -afraid of 
losing their well-paid jobs there, 
under the pressure which is com- 
ing from the top, that they are 
swallowing everything which 
Trygve Lie wishes.” 

An/ unidentified Senator broke 
in to remark: 

“I think that is the kind of 
thing that we want to know, the 
domination of the top, which is 
communistically inclined, control- 

the action of the secretariat.” 
@ witness: “Yes, and terror- 
izing the whole secretariat.” 

Among other things in his tes- 
timony, the witness said that iron 
curtain nations are favored over 
democratic nations in receiving 
U.N, fellowships to make studies 
in the United States. It was in 
connection with this discussion 
that he said: 

“Why doesn’t the United States 
Government speak clear language 
with Mr. Trygve Lie? Say, “We 
know what you stand for.’ If you 
say, “No more of this (if I may 
say) monkey business, not any 
more fellowships mostly for the 
iron curtain countries... .

Professional gamblers in some 
of the normally “wide-open” coun- 
ties of Illinois, after six months 
of intermittent activities accom- 
panied by watchful waiting for 
action by the new state admin- 
istration, are settling down for 
operations. on the old scale, ap- 


parently satisfied they have little 
to fear so long as their local of- 
ficials can be kept in line. 

Gov. Adlai E. Stevenson and 
Attorney General Ivan A, Elliott, 
who capitalized in their election 
campaign last fall on  Post-Dis- 
patch disclosures of graft and of- 
ficial protection of gambling, have 
done little more than voice disap- 
proval*of lax law enforcement by 
local officials, while applying po- 
litical pressure in some areas to 
encourage law enforcement. 

Skepticism on Liquor Move, 

About the only action at state 
level has been an announcement 
by the State Liquor Control Com- 
mission that it would refuse to re- 
new licenses of taverns where 
there have been gambling viola- 
tions. Other high state officials, 
however, have expressed skepti- 
cism of any real benefit from this 
source, in view of the caliber of 
many of the commission's field 
agents. 

This skepticism has been sub- 


| 


| stantiated by results of a recent | 


commission survey, in Which re- 
ports of gambling were exceed- 
ingly spotty, depending on which 
agent was doing the_ reporting, 
Some areas known to be wide- 
open were reported as being free 
of gambling activities. 

Stevenson and Elliott, who took 
office last January, admittedly 
have been burdened with mani- 
fold other duties, including reor- 
ganization growing out of the 
change’ in administration and 
working with the Legislature, 
which was in session until’ June 30. 

No Change in Position. 

The two officials, reached at 
Springfield yesterday, indicated 
no change jn their positions as 
previously expressed — that they 
stood ready to lend assistance 
when requested by local authori- 
ties. Both pointed out that law 
enforcement, under the state con- 
stitution, is essentially the respon- 
sibility of local officials, unless 
there is a “complete breakdown” 
in a particular area, 

This, of course, is the identical 
stand taken by the discredited 
administration of former Gov. 
Dwight H. Green, whom Steven- 
son defeated last November. 

Wide-open conditions are by no 
means prevalent throughout the 
state. They exist in fewer than 
12 of the state’s 102 counties. Ex- 
amples of counties where large- 


scale casino gambling recently has. 


been resumed following temporary 
shut-downs are Madison, across 
the river from St. Louis; Alexan- 
der and Pulaski, in the Cairo 
area; Tazewell, in central Illinois, 
and La Salle, 70 miles southwest 
of Chicago. 
“Home Folks Satisfied.” 

Mason county, of which Havana, 
home of United States Senator 
Scott Lucas, is the county seat, 
occupies a sharply different cate- 
gory from the other gambling 
counties. Violations have contin- 
ued unabated throughout the pe- 
riod of “heat” last fall and to date. 
Sheriff William K. Sheridan has 
explained that “the home folks 
seem satisfied.” 

Counties with’ more limited com- 
mercial gambling activities, as 
evidenced by federal slot machine 
taxes paid at Springfield, include 
Macon (Decatur), Adams (Quin- 
cy), Christian (Taylorville), Mc- 
Lean (Bloomington), home of Gov, 
Stevenson, and Effingham, 

Examples of formerly open 
counties where more or less de- 
termined action by local officials 
has resulted in reasonably tight 
lids include St, Clair, Sangamon 
(Springfield), Macoupin (Carlin- 
ville), Cass (Beardstown), Fulton 
(Lewistown) and Peoria.. 

Warning in Belleville. 

Officials of some counties, like 
Madison, continue to follow the 
practice of haling gamblers into 
court occasionally and having 
them fined. But at/ Belleville, 
County Judge C. C, Dreman of 
St. Clair county warned gamblers 
the other day that violators found 
guilty of second offenses would 
get six-month jail terms and $500 
fines as provided by state law. 

In Madison county dice, .card 
games and other forms of 
bling were resumed July 15 at the 
Hyde Park Club@n Venice and 
Club 200 in Madison, after having 
been shut down since March. 
Racing handbooks had been oper- 
ating at these joints since June 21, 

Residents of East St. Louis, 
meanwhile, were watching for de- 
velopments at the old handbook 
shop of Vic.

OKINAWA ISOLATED 
SINCE TYPHOON HIT 
ISLAND YESTERDAY 


Communications Cut Off— 
Air Force Plane Trying 
to Reach U.S. Base. 


TOKYO, July 24 (Sunday) (AP) 
—A United States Air Force plane 
flew over the stormy Pacific today 
in an effort to penetrate the veil 
of silence shrouding Okinawa since 
a typhoon hit the island yesterday 
with 126-mile-an-hour winds. 

There has been no communica- 
tion with the American island base 
since 2 p.m. yesterday, An hour 
before that, a weather observation 
Plane had dived into the storm 
center and reported it directly 
over the island, It said the cen- 
ter, or “eye,” was 40 miles in 
diameter. 

The observers said it was dead 
calm inside the “eye” but they 
could see heavy seas lashing tHe 
island where the United States 
Twentieth Air Force has hundreds 
of planes and thousands of men 
and their families. 

Despite the absence of word 
from Okinawa, Far East Air Force 
headquarters here said there was 
little cause for alarm. The island 
is struck by tropical typhoons sev- 
eral times a year. Precautions 
against loss of life and damage 
are routine. Even light storms 
usually disrupt . communications 
temporarily by blowing down radio 
towers, 

Early today the typhoon was 
175 miles west-northwest of Oki- 
nawa. Air Force weather observ- 
ers said it was moving toward 
Shanghai at about 15 miles an 
hour, Its present course will clear 
southwestern Japan which has 
been raked by two typhoons in lit- 
tle more than a month,

“The issue is not whether one 
agrees or disagrees with Mrs. 
Roosevelt on this or any other 
public question,” Lehman said. 
“The issue is whether Americans 
are entitled freely to express their 
views on public questions without 
being villified or accused of re- 
ligious bias.” * 

Assertion of Cardinal. 


Cardinal Spellman had asserted, 
in a persona! letter to Mrs. Roose- 
velt, that she was guilty of preju- 
dice and anti-Catholicism in ad- 
vocating that federal funds for 
education should not be allocated 
to Catholic parochial schools, The 
Cardinal said her stand was “un- 
worthy of an American mother.” 

Mentioned as a likely candidate 
for the Democratic nomination for 
United States Senator from New 
York in the November election, 
Lehman risked invoking wide- 
spread animosity by entering the 
controversy. He minced no words. 

“IT strongly believe, as I have 
always believed,” he said, “that in 
our American democracy every re- 
sponsible citizen is entitled te ex- 
press his or her views on public 
issues without being subjected to 
the accusation of being against 
any religion or any race.”

He 
said the Laborites had steered 
Britain near a ruin which would 
“carry many- other nations with 
us into chaos and Communism.” 


“Never before in the history of 


human government has such great 
havoc been wrought by such small 
men,” declared Churchill, depart- 
‘ing from his prepared text. The 
aside recalled hi$ tribute to Royal 
Air Force fighters in the battle of 
Britain, “Never in the field of hu- 
man conflict was so much owed by 
so man 


to so few.” 
40,000 Hear Churchill. 
Churchill told a capacity crowd 


of 40,000 in the Wolverhampton 
soccer arena: 


“We mean to set the people free, 


so far as possible and as soon as 
possible, from wrong-headed. plan- 
ning and from official interference 
with our daily life and work. Our 
Tory (Consérvative) faith is that 
the gifts and genius of our men 
and women, if released, will not 
be found unequal to the first task 
and duty of every community, 
namely to earn its daily bread.”

The saloon later was operated by 
the late Paul (Bev) Brown, pro- 
fessional bondsman and racing 
news operator. Members of the 
old “Bottoms gang” also made po- 
lice history at the West End Club, 
a “lid club” at Twenty-third street 
and Washington avenue. 

Policeman Shot in Saloon. 
Old-time policemen tested their 
mettle by entering the club, where 
one of them, Patrolman John Hut- 
ton, was shot as the climax to a 


number of affrays there. The club | 
broke up about 1916, after the 


Hutton shooting. Members of the 
club who weren’t kiNed or didn’t 
land in the penitentiary for their 
exploits joined up with the Egan 
or Hogan gangs, warring factions 
of a later period. 

Dave Rowe was sent to the 
penitentiary for a saloon holdup, 
and when he was released from 
prison in 1920, he was held for 
the murder of Edward J. (Dutch) 
Hess in a saloon at 3149 Olive 
street, in April 1917. Tom’ Rowe 
shot the chief witness in his 
brother’s case, and he was sen- 
tenced to five years in prison for 
assault with intent to kill the 
witness, who recovered. The 
brotherly co-operation, of which 
the Hess affair was a sample, 


led police to dub the Rowes the 


“Heavenly Twins” one morning 


at the daily showup. 
Says He Was Going ‘Straight.’ 


Tom Rowe readily admitted to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday 
that he is one of the “twins.” He 
said he has been “going straight” 
for years, and has worked hard 
since his youthful hoodlum days. 
After the murder charge against 
David Rowe was dismissed, and 
Tom Rowe served three years of 
his penitentiary term, the broth- 
ers drifted to the West Coast. 
Tom married and became a West 
Coast longshoreman, He now 
lives at 4748 Anderson avenue. 

Dave Rowe, who was arrested 
33 times before going to Califor- 
nia, appeared in police news in 
1939, when he was arrested with 
the notorious Isadore Londe, 
Egan r, following a street 
holdup in Santa Monica. Police 
said he was the owner of an au- 
tomobile used by Londe in the 
holdup of two insurance company 
employes, in which was 
taken. Londe returned to St. 
Louis and was sentenced to a 
long term in the Missouri peni- 
tentiary for an industrial bomb- 
ing.

Channel Wing Design. 


A research program which it is 
hoped will lead to development of 
a new medium-priced personal air- 
plane without the type of wings 


now in use will be undertaken by 
Parks College of Aeronautical 
Technology of St. Louis Univer- 
sity, it was announced yesterday. 
’ The Rev. Paul C, Reinert 8.J., 
president of the university, said 
an agreement ‘has been signed 
with Willard R. Custer of Hagers- 
town, Md., inventor of the plane, 
for a research program in which 
all of the 408 Parks students will- 
participate. 

The program, expected to last 
at least one year, will be based 
on the “Custer channel wing,” and 
will include construction of the 
first plane which is an outgrowth 
of the project. 

It is hoped, Father Reinert said, 
that an airplane can be developed 
that will take off and land with- 
out a preliminary run on the 
ground. The Custer plane is 
claimed by its inventor to have 
many of the advantages of the 
helicopter without using the heli- 
copter’s principles of flight. 
Unlike the helicopter, the Cus- 
ter plane does not have a rotary 
blade. Instead, its wings resemble 
two half barrels. A motor and 
propellor are located on the trail- 
ing edge of each of the chan- 
nels. Air sucked by the propellors 
over the airfoil is depended upon

FPC Findings, 

FPC found that Montana Power

Socialism Achieved, 
U.S.S.R. Now Moving 
Toward Highest Phase, 
Newspaper Says.

MOSCOW, July 24 (AP)—Com- 
plete Communism, it is readily 
admitted here, has not yet been 
attained in the Soviet Union. + 

The Soviet people, led by the 
Communist party, has built social- 
ism and is “moving from social- 
ism to Communism,” Komsomol 
Pravda, the official organ of the 
Young Communists, pointed out 
in a recent article, 

Premier Joseph Stalin has said 
that since the revolution the So- 
viet State has passed through two 
main phases in its development. 

In the first phase, the main 
tasks were to suppress opposition 
of the capitalists and landowners 
who had been overthrown, to or- 
ganize defense of the nation 
against interventionists, to  re- 
store national economy and pre- 
pare for abolition of the “exploit- 
ing” classes, 

The main tasks of the second 
phase were organization of social- 
ist economy throughout the coun- 
try, elimination of the last rem- 
nants of capitalistic elements, or- 
ganization of the cultural revolu- 
tion and organization of a modern 
army for defense of the country. 
That, it is pointed out here, was 
the phase which ended with adop- 
tton of the new constitution of the

PRESIDENT AND BARUCH 
DISAGREE ON APPROACH 


Truman Turns Down Suggestion That Detailed Blueprint 


Be Prepared and Laws Enacted to Become Effective if 


War Breaks Out — Need for Secrecy Seen— Over-All 
Scheme Adapted to Any Situation Is Preferred. |

Truman, as Commander-in-Chief of the 
Armed Services, believes there should be a 
“foundation of preparedness” on which a 
rapid, flexible mobilization could be based, 
whereas Baruch, ardent advocate of pre- 
paredness since his chairmanship of the 
War Industries Board of the first World 
War, is demanding detailed blueprints of 
the whole structure, with laws enacted now 
that would become effective immediately on 
the proclamation of the President, with the 
concurrence of Congress. 


The Truman Administration has reject- 
ed the Baruch thesis, which also has the 
zealous support of Ferdinand Eberstadt, his 
close associate and former chairman of the 
Munitions Board and vice chairman of the 
War Production Board,or two reasons: 

1. The White House believes that this 
session of Congress with its concern over 
the Marshall Plan appropriation, ratifica- 


- tion of the Atlantic Pact and the Euro- 


pean armament aid program, is not the 
appropriate time to sponsor standby mo- 
bilization legislation that might alarm 
our friends and potential enemies. 


2. If such legislation were offered this

session or-later, it would meet vigorous 
opposition from such powerful pressure 
groups as labor and agriculture that 
would fight for exemptions from wartime 
“freezes” on prices and wages. Such op- 
position might force disclosure of details 
of our top-secret mobilization plans that 
would be valuable to our potential en- 
emies. 

The Administration also believes that 
should a war emergency arise, it could ob- 
tain more effective control legislation then 
than in these days of the cold war. 


Security Resources Board 
Is Center of Controversy. 


The center of the controversy is the im- 
portant but little known National Security 
Resources Board and the current status of 
its mobilization planning. Peripheral issues 
are Truman’s determination that the mili- 
tary shall not dominate peacetime or even 
wartime economic mobilization and his re- 
lianee on old friends for intimate advice as 
contrasted with Baruch’s inclination to go 
along with the military and his belief that 
big business executives can be trusted to 
police themselves. 

Also at issue is the form itself of the 
NSRB, composed as it is of a non-political 
chairman with uncertain authority and six 
Cabinet officers who are proud of their rank 
and jurisdictions. It is a serious question 
whether under the present setup a perma- 
nent chairman can be found who will be 
competent to work with so many conflict- 
ing departments and agencies. 

The Board is one of several inter-related 
groups, created by the National Security, or 
Unification, Act of 1947. The others are 
the top ranking National Security Council 
and its Central Intelligence Agency; the 
Munitions Board and the Research and De- 
velopment Board, both of which are in the 
National Military Establishment. 

The acting chairman of the NSRB is Dr. 
John R. Steelman, the assistant to the 
President, whfo was appointed when Arthur 
M. Hill, chairman of. the executive commit- 
tee of the Greyhound Bus Corp., resigned 
Dec. 15 last year. The other members are 
Treasury Secretary Snyder, Defense Secre- 
tary Johnson, Interior Secretary Krug, Ag- 
riculture Secretary Brannan, Commerce Sec- 
retary Sawyer and Labor Secretary Tobin. 

The present staff is composed of about 
200 experts, who must'tbe cleared by the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. because 
much of their work is top-secret. The staff 
formerly was housed in the Pentagon but 
when Truman thought it was becoming too 
closely associated with the Military Estab- 
lishment, he had it moved into the old 
State Department building, just across the 
street from the White House. 

If war came in the immediate future, 
we would be better prepared than in 
1941, when many of the M-day plans and 
much of the Stettinius Report had to be 
scrapped, but not as well prepared as 
Baruch and Eberstadt and former Presi- 
dent Hoover ‘think we should be.

The blow-up came in May, 1948, after 
there had been a war scare in March, when 
Truman delivered in person his message to 
a joint session of Congress calling for tem- 
porary revival of the draft, a permanent 
universal training law and passage of the 
Marshall Plan as “the price of peace.” 


Hill had been proceeding on the Bariuch- 
Eberstadt plan for an economic mobilization 
plan so detailed that it could be immediate- 
ly effective in the event of war. Work was 
speeded up on tentative outlines of what 
measures had to be taken within the next 
six months. These included plans for re- 
establishing the wartime agencies; with 
skeleton organizations within the NSRB 
that would first direq@ peacetime operations 
in preparation for industrial mobilization 
and then be ready to function in the event 
of war. Thé report, if approved by the 
President, would have fixed permanently 
the functions of the NSRB. 


It was to this report by Hill to the Presi- 
dent that Baruch referred in his address at 
the Industrial College of the Armed Forces 


“With the cold war dragging into its 
fourth year, we still lack any effective 
plan for the swiftest possible mobilization 
of dur resources to insure reaching our 
allies in time, . 

“At the close of the war, Congress 
created an agency to draw up and rec- 
ommend mobilization plans. When this 
agency attempted to act, it was, as you 
know, prevented from doing so. It has 
still to be heard from. 

“What needs to be done is well known. 
The. mobilization experience of the. last 
two wars should be embodied in the best 
possible plan that can be devised as of 
today and ~“romptly enacted into law, 
ready to be put into effect on proclama- 
tion of the President, with the concur- 
rence of Congress. 

“What is lacking is a will to decision. 
The Congress and the American people 
are entitled to a full report en the status 
of these mobilization plans. The respon- 
sibility for this neglect should be made 
clear—before it is too late. Additional 
delay is a needless gamble with our na- 
tional security—a needless invitation to 
disaster.” 

After the Baruch speech; the White Hotse 
denied that the Hill report had been ap- 
proved by the Cabinet officers. It was, 
Press Secretary Ross asserted, merely a 
program worked up by the NSRB staff. 


' Bitterly-Opposed Report. 


The Post-Dispatch was informed by Ad- 
ministration sources this week that the Hill] 
plan had caused a controversy in the Board 
and that the Board merely approved Hill’s 
proposal to submit it to the President. At 
least two Cabinet officers, it was said, told 
the President that while they agreed to let 
Hill submit-the report they were bitterly op- 
posed to its major parts and hoped he would 
kill it. | 

Whatever occurred, Truman cracked 
down on the Hill-Baruch blueprint program 
in a letter to Hill dated May 24, 1948, after 
discussion with the “appropriate’’ Cabinet 
officers. Whatever new ‘program was 
agreed upon, the President said it must 
not be one of “mobilization for war,” but 
rather one of general preparedness. The 
war scare had subsided. 

* “TT do not intend,” Truman wrote, “to 
vest in the National Security Resources 
Board any responsibility for co-ordina- 
tion of the national security programs of 
the Government which require the exer- 
cise of directive authority over any de- 
partment or agency, or which imply a 
final power of decision resting within the 
Board. It is my view that the proper 
role of the Board is to exercise its statu- 
tory duty to advise the President.” ° 

Truman also told Hill that the maximum 
use should be made of the staff and in- 
formation available in existing departments 
and agencies.

emergency «or war be completed, cleared, 
submitted to, and acted upon, by Congress 
immediately on a standby basis, to take ef- 
fect in such manner and at such time as the 
Congress may determine.” 

The final Hoover Commission 
was much more general. Its most specific 
recommendation in this field was, “that the 
jurisdiction and activities of the National 
Security Resources Board be further defined 
and clarified by the President.’ The re- 
port did not call for standby legislation. 

Truman delayed the work of the Board 
by his attempted appointment in February 
of his old senatorial colleague, former Gov- 
ernor Mon C. Wallgren of Washington, to 
the chairmanship, 


Waligren was so confident of success that 
he brought in several men from his home 
state for top positions with the board. Sev- 
eral good men had left with Hill; other good 
men departed and morale continued to drop 
until the Senate Arms Service Committee, 
with Senator Byrd of Virginia voting with 
the Republicans, voted to pigeon-hole the 
Wallgren nomination. 

Under Steelman’s temporary chairman- 
ship, the morale has slowly improved, al- 
though Steelman can give only a few hours 
a day to a full time task. The greatest im- 
provement has been in the work of the op- 
erating staff:

Much of his work is delegated, principally to 
David Stowe, who had wide experience in the

Instead of a blueprint, which NSRB 
officials say, might lead to “Maginot 
Line” thinking, such as the French ‘in- 
dulged in by refighting World War I in- 
stead of preparing for World War II, 
reliance is being placed on “problem anal- 
yses,” which consist of certain desired 
objectives with several alternative plans 
for attaining them. These, as directed by 
the May 24 letter, are staff.studies, made 
in co-operation with the various depart- 
ments and not requiring the formal ap- 
proval of the board. The hope is that 
should war come, these analyses could be 
presented to the President and his ad- 
visers, who would choose the plan best 
fitted to the existing situation. 

Eberstadt in his task force report recog- 
nized the need of something of this sort 
when he said that the civilian and indus- 

trial mobilization plans should be ‘revised 
continuougly,” but he found no takers at 
the White House when he also insisted that 
they should be “published periodically.” 
He also said that such preparations “should 
not be tied to any single strategic plan but 
should be directed toward establishing pol- 
icies and procedures sufficiently flexible to 
implement any strategic plan required by 
the circumstances.” On this, he is in agree- 
ment with the White House and the NSRB. 

The controversy between Truman, as 
Commander-in-Chief, and Baruch, as the 
most experienced preparedness advocate in

A federal court jury is expected to an- 
Swer these questions soon. It has heard 
strong evidence that Reds propose establish- 
ing a Soviet Socialist America by armed re- 
volt, but the members of the Communist 
party policy-making Politburo on trial have 
insisted they would never strike a capital- 
ist—except in self-defense. 


Although 11 men are charged with con- 
spiring to violate the Smith Act by teaching 
the need for forcible overthrow of the Gov- 
ernment, indirectly the legal life of the 
Communist party is at stake in the proceed- 
ing, now in the seventh month. As mem- 
bers of the party’s national board, the de- 
fendents were responsible, in this country, 
for the party line. 


Thus, testimony in their own defense was 
offered also in behalf of comrades, fellow 
travelers and others who follow the policies 
prescribed by that line with the devoted at- 
tention of slack-wire performers and, at 
times, with the same deft genius at adjust- 
ment to abrupt and paradoxical deviations. 


District Judge Medina 
Has His Hands Very Full. 


The character of the defense is as broad 
as the Mississippi river at flood stage and 
United States District Judge Harold R. Me- 
dina has had to exert his high intellectual 
and judicial authority to control it at all. 
There are three major spearheads employed 
for the attack on the prosecution: 


1. Revolutionary aspirations were 
abandoned by the Communist party in 
1988 when President Roosevelt's “second 
New Deal’ . offered opportunities for 
sweeping social and economic revisions.

introduce their written views and to de- 
scribe participation in undertakings for hu- 
man betterment. Judge Medina limited that 
line of testimony, declaring the issue simply 
was whether the defendants advocated rev- 
olution, whatever else their aims. 


The wittingly diffuse defense strategy has 
taken its tell, Selection of the seven-woman, 
five-man jury was delayed two months by'a 
fruitless “challenge of the array” intended 
to show that workers, women, Jews and Ne- 
groes were excluded from jury service. 
Three jurors are Negroes and the group is 
seemingly representative of the literate pop- 
ulation. 


The maneuvering, termed willfull procras- 
tination by Judge Medina, was carried into 
the trial. Defense lawyers argued merits 
of evidence contrary to his instructions until 
he accused them baldly of “‘talking over my 
shoulder to the jury” and promised a reck- 
oning for the attormeys after the trial. 


Defense defiance of authority and legal 

boundaries has its purpose. The Red lit- 
any of universal equality and the recital 
of Communist efforts for its achievement, 
was drummed persistently into the record 
to be read by judges of a higher court if 
a guilty verdict must be appealed. It is 
hoped by the defense that it will be read 
in less trying times. - 
* The indictments, therefore, were attacked 
in frequent harangues as politically con- 
ceived and designed to drive the Communist 
party from competition at the polls. They 
were said to be the consequence of anti-Red 
hysteria, inspired by Fascists, imperialists 
and “big business.”” Ideas were on trial and 
Constiutional freedoms were being violated, 
it was claimed. 


States to the perfect Socialistic state de- 
signed in the glowing image of the Soviet 
Union, 

2. American Communists are conse- 
crated to the working class war against 
poverty, race and religious persecution 
and social and economic inequalities. They 
fight Jim Crowism and anti-Semitism, bol- 
ster labor unions and otherwise battle 
capitalistic-imperialists, personified by 
Wall Street, to improve the lot of the pro- 
letariat. 

Toward fulfillment of this objective by 
orderly processes, Communists contem- 
plate the creation of a strong third polit- 
ical party. It would not be necessarily 
Socialistic in the Marxist sense. Once in 
power, however, it would legislate progres- 
sive measures which would pave the way 
to a proletarian Communistic ‘“adminis- 
tration.”’ 

3. Marshal Joseph Stalin is the out- 
standing world leader but does not dictate 
the policies of American Reds. Commu- 
nist loyalty pledges to American institu- 
tions are not cast in evasive or “‘Aesop-— 
ian’ language to conceal mental reserva- 
tions of Red resolve to convert “imperial- 
ist war to civil war” in the event of con- 
flict with Russia. 

Devotion to Stalin and consistent warm 
agreement with domestic and foreign pol- 
icies, readily evident in Communist tracts 
and declarations, is founded firmly on the 
unwavering conviction that the trail of 
Socialism blazed by the Russian revolu- 
tionaries is the only route to an inter- 
national brotherhood of workers and an 
enduring world peace. 

For proof of the Communist pudding, de- 
fense spokesmen have sought endlessly to

When the lawyers subsided, the defend- 
‘ants took over the marathon. The first two 
were on the witness stand for nearly two 
months. The third talked faster and more 
pointedly after his predecessors were sen- 
tenced to jail for contemptuously disregard- 
ing the Court’s instruction to abbreviate 
“soap box speeches.”’ : 

Each defendant began* with an account 
of his conversion to Communism. John 
Gates, Daily Worker editor, saw his par- 
ents’ savings swept away by the 1929 de- 
pression. Gilbert Green, IJlinois party chair- 
man, early encountered anti-Semitism, Ben- 
jamin J, Davis, Negro New York City Coun- 
cilman, was victimized by Jim Crow. 

As to attaining Socialism by violent meth- 
ods, never had they thought or taught it 
was necessary. Capitalists and imperialists, 
however, inevitably would resist by force 
the transition to a Soviet America. In no 
sense pacifists, Communists would be pre- 
pared to meet the attack with comrades in 
military service and Red veterans. 


Davis Declares His Party 
Struggled for Human Rights. 


Gates, who fought in Spain against Franco 


‘,and later enlisted in the American army, 


stressed Communist anti-Fascist activities. 


|Green told how Reds sparked the labor 


movement and fought capitalistic monop- 
olies intent on imperialist World War III. 
Davis, sole party executive in public office, 
emphasized the struggle for human rights. 

Long refutation of Government conten- 
tions that the Communist party cloaked its 
1945 relapse to revolutionary Marxist-Len- 
inist principles in Aesopian language, further 
complicated the testimony. Many words un- 
comprehended by the uninitiated were em- 
ployed to the dismay of listeners including 
judge and jurors. 

“Now just what is that ultra-leftism?” 
Judge Medina asked Green who was swear- 
ing that Reds renounced extremists of both 
left and right. The recorded reply was: 

“Well, it is an estimate and proposals 
that do not—that are not in accordance 
with the actual state of affairs and which 
are completely at variance with what is pos- 
sible to achieve at a given time and what 
the great majority of people are ready to 
do.” Judge Medina said he still didn’t un- 
derstand and let it go at that.

to avoid prosecution, not for conspiracy. 

Testimony on such relevant detail was 
delivered calmly by the defendants. They 
displayed the unquenchable zeal of fanatics 
when they swung into half-hour expositions 
of Red doctrine, however. Gates was cited 
for refusing to name fellow workers on 
Communist projects he described proudly in 
his own defense, Green for insisting on ex- 
panding his opinions, evangelically. 

To many in the courtroom it appeared 
that Gus Hall and Henry Winston were tak- 
ing a calculated step toward martyrdom 
when they advanced on the bench, wildly 
protesting Gates’s sentence. Their names 
have figured largely in picket lines thrown 
around the courthouse since Judge Medina 
ordered them to jail for the duration of the 
trisl. 

These clues and the nature of the testi- 
mony and behavior suggest the defense, 
anticipating conviction, is putting its eggs 
in one. basket to be carried in time to 
the. United States Supreme Court. They 
will contend they were deprived of fair 
trial by a biased judge and that the Smith

_- Fortress of Fear? 

Only last Sunday we sald in this space that 
the dominating feature of the contemporary Eu- 
ropean landscape is Doubting Castle. Today we 
reprint, in condensed version, an article by 
Archibald MacLéish which strongly suggests 
that the structure overshadowing the Ameri- 
can mental landscape is the Fortress of Fear. ~ 

Being not only a former Assistant Secre- 
tary of State, but also a poet and a man deeply 
devoted to that spirit of liberty which created 
this nation, he tells eloquently how the histori- 
ans of the future may well say that out of fear 


' the United States abdicated its heritage, its good 


sense, and its leadership in the world to Russia. 
To an extent far greater than most of us 
would like to admit, this hypothesis can be sup- 
ported with facts. Totalitarian Communism has 
become the primary concern of the Government. 
And “Russian fraud, Russian lies, Russian mili- 
tarism, Russian imperialism, Russian stupidity 
and fanaticism and greed” are real. These 
must be countered while they menace the world. 
But, protests Mr. MacLeish, resistance to 
the Russians has become an end in itself. Many 
Americans are so full of fear that they have no 
time and no inclination to cultivate a genuine, 
democratic alternative to Soviet totalitarianism. 
They let the Kremlin make all the first 
moves. They think only of counter moves. Thus 
it may be said that our foreign policy is written 
in Moscow. What’s worse, our home affairs 
take.on a pattern fashioned by our adversaries. 
We move toward thought control in the blindly 
fearful belief that this is the way to combat a 
power based.on thought control. 
It is understandable! that there should be 
doubt and despair in a Europe which has seen 


‘ its creeds undermined by falsehood and its 


treasures destroyed by shard and shell. But it 
is not so understandable that an America at the 
peak of its power, wealth and influence should 
give way to fear. Perhaps most Americans have 
not done so to the same extent as many of their 
representatives in Washington. ; 

Mr. MacLeish’s confidence in American 
devotion to liberty seems at a low ebb. The 
witch hunts and the loyalty oaths are there to 
confirm his fear. But there also is a resistance 
to hunts and oaths, a renewed emphasis on the 
strong fundamentals of the Bill of Rights. We 
believe that Mr. MacLeish discounts this too 
heavily.. But, of course, only his historians can 
make a conclusive pronouncement. 


On one point, however, Mr. MacLeish is right 


beyond all doubt. There is no salvation in a 
negative and defensive attitude. As on the foot- 
ball field, the best defense is an offense. And 
America’s best offense is a renewal and an in- 
crease of the genuinely revolutionary spirit 
which gave it birth. 

Mr. MacLeish calls this the “revolution of the 
individual.” He should now spell out its mean- 
ing more fully. He should point out its specific 
objectives. He should tell how at deast the more 
immediate of these might be achieved. 

To a sensitive poet, these things, no doubt, 
are obvious. They are not always so to all men. 
Even the lovers of freedom march to greater 
purpose when they have leaders to show the 
way. The pursuit of liberty need not be lonely. 
Indeed, it must not be lonely. The Thoreaus to 
the contrary, political liberty was never achieved 
or maintained by men acting alone, but by men 
banded together. 

Mr. MacLeish has eloquently exposed the dan- 
ger into which fear has led us. But as he says, 
we have not yet denied our purpose, the cock 
has not crowed the second time. Let him then, 
with equal eloquence, help mark more clearly 
the road of freedom. 
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A Matter of Reputation 

It is not a pleasant duty to be forced to re- 
call any man’s criminal past—especially if it is 
far in the past. Yet if a man with such a rec- 
ord enters public office, the public ought to 
know about it. That’s why attention has to be 
called to the appointment of Thomas A. Rowe 
Jr. to a clerkship by Magistrate J. Glennon Mc- 
Kenna on the recommendation of Democratic 
Committeeman James P. Lavin. 

Rowe once was a member of the old “Bot- 
toms Gang.” He gathered a considerable police 
record. The chief item in this is the shooting 
of a witness in his brother’s trial on a murder 
charge. That-was almost 30 years ago, and Mr. 
Rowe’s name has not appeared on a poliee blot- 
ter for a long time. | 

The question is whether it should now appear 
on a public payroll. This is primarily a ques- 
tion of good public relations for the local Demo- 
cratic organization politicians. And they—with 
their Doughertys and Callanans—do not seem 
to care very much about public opinion. They 
seem to care more about their friends and their 
chances to ride into office on coat-tails. 

Perhaps they feel they have done Mr. Rowe 
a favor. But turning public attention once again 
to his-record is a doubtful one. And certainly 
they have done nothing to improve their own 
public reputation. But then, they don’t seem 
to care about that. 
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The German Campaign 

In less than a month Germany will hold its 
first free election in 16 years. .It ought to be 
watched closely by all Western nations. More 
than any Military Government questionnaire, the 
votes—to be recorded on August 16—will show 
what/ path the reconstituted nation may be ex- 
pected to follow. 

The election will be held to fill the seats of 
the Bundestag, the new federal parliament cre- 
ated by the Bonn constitution. The campaign is 
narrowing down to a contest between the Socia}~ 
Democrats and a coalition of the Christian Dem- 
ocratic Union and the Christian Socialist Union. 
Despite their labels, the coalition parties are 
conservative—more conservative, it is said, than 
the Republicans in the United States. 

Two dominating leaders also have emerged— 
Socialist Kurt Schumacher, a passionate, aggres- 
sive veteran of the concentration camps, and 
Konrad Aderiauer, a quiet, experienced civil 
servant. Among the secondary figures, the 
Socialists also have an edge in color and spirit. 

As to issues, both groups share many planks. 
Both insist that the Russian zone mist be 
brought back into a united Germany. Both 
clamor for more freedom from Allied control, 
and for an end to industrial dismantling. Both 
also protest internationalization of the Ruhr. 
Thése have become the stock nationalistic ap- 
peals of almost all German politicians. 

The major difference between the parties is 
the degree to which Germany should eventually 
be centralized. The Socialists are for central 
zation as an aid in nationalizing basic industries, 
other hand, hopes that in a looser federation it 
will be easier to relax controls. 

Most important of all, however, the election 
should indicate the extent to which the Ger- 


mans’ idea of their future matches the Allies’ 
concept of what it ought to be. This makes the 
-yoting just about. as important to Frenchmen, 
Englishmen and Americans as it will be for 
Germans. 
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Cardinal Spellman’s Letter 

Many thousands of Americans, Roman Catho- 
lics as well as Protestants and Jews included, 
will wish that Cardinal Spellman had not issued 
his attack on Eleanor Roosevelt. They will wish 
that he had not accused her of compiling “a rec- 
ord of anti-Catholicism,” of being “ignorant of 
facts,” of writing “documents of discrimination 
unworthy of an American mother.” They will 
hope that the Catholic Archbishop of New York 
himself. will find the occasion to soften these 
bitter words, 

We have reread Mrs. Roosevelt's three “My 
Day” columns to which Cardinal Spellman an- 
nounces such sharp exception. These columns 
do take the stand that church and private 
schools should not receive public funds, but 
they take it calmly and without antagonism. The 
effect is to say that religious training is wholly 
desirable, but that it should come through the 
home, the church and the church school, but not 
through any tieup between state and church. 

_. This is the historic public view in America. 
It is held by countless Catholics. The Post- 

_ Dispatch has received many letters on this sub- 
ject in the last two weeks and among these are 
declarations by Catholic school parents that they 
do not want parochial schools subsidized by the 
government. They fear that subsidies would 
lead to eventual state control, They prefer to 
pay for their schools and keep them free. 

Representative Andrew Jacobs, who is a Cath- 
olic, made this same point in his statement in 
the Congressional Record, which we reprinted in 
the Mirror of Public Opinion, July 12. Writing 
as a member of the Roman faith, the Indiana 
Congressman said: 

The issue is clear. Either you keep 
parochial schools and maintain them or take 
public funds and convert them into public 
schools, and they will then no longer serve 
the religious purpose for which they were 
established. 

The late Justice Frank Murphy was a devout 
Roman Catholic. He was an altar boy at the age 
of 7. As recently as 1946 he served at mass in 
Rome, Paris and elsewhere with a Jesuit priest 
with whom he circled the globe. This same 
Frank Murphy joined in the Supreme Court’s 
decision in the McCollum case. This decision, 
which held unconstitutional the use of public 
school property for “released time” sectarian 
classes, contained these words: 

No tax in any amount, large or small, can 
be levied to support any religious activities 
or institutions, whatever they may be 
called, or whatever form they may adopt to 
teach or practice religion. Neither a state 
nor the Federal Government can, openly or 
secretly, participate in the affairs of relig- 
ious organizations or vice versa. In the 
words of Jefferson, the clause against estab- 
lishment of religion by law was intended to 
erect “a wall of separation between church 


and state.” 
Cardinal Spellman cannot denounce Eleanor 


Roosevelt without in effect denouncing the late 
Justice Murphy as well. The one denunciation 
is no less unfortunate than the other would be. 
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Dictatorial Tactic 

Brig. Gen. Sturgis’ attempt to oust W. G. 
Sloan from the chairmanship of the Missouri 
Basin Interagency committee is revealing evi- 
dence of the tactics the Army Engineers would 
like to pursue in the Missouri Valley. 

What light does it throw on the Army Engi- 
neers’ claims that the committee is a shining 
example of democracy in action as opposed to an 
MVA which they call dictatorial? 

Gen. Sturgis, who is Missouri river division 
engineer, wanted to punish Mr. Sloan, who is 
with the Department of the Interior, for. having 
the temerity to disagree with the Army Engi- 
neers about the height of a dam and for saying 
so before a Congressional committee. 

The other federal agencies in the Interagency 
committee didm’t let Gen. Sturgis get away with 
it. But it shows how the ranking Army Engineer 
in the Missouri valley conceives of the commit- 
tee’s role. He would like to discipline members 
‘who disagree with his organization. Perhaps on 
another attempt he can have his way—the Army 
Engineers are not noted for giving up easily. 

And if members of the committee can be pun- 
ished by the Army Engineers for having inde- 
pendent ideas and expressing them, is that de- 
mocracy in action or is it the dictatorial method 
which the Army Engineers seek unsuccessfully 
to ascribe to the TVA and the proposed MVA? 
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Monte Carlo has inaugurated its crap game, 
using the Idaho system. It would be a very 
pretty return .of the compliment if the citizens 
of the Gem State would now christen a Monaco 
potato.

OMETIME along in _ the - nineteen- 
S eighties, when the world has left us as 

far behind as we have left the years 
that followed the First World War, some- 
body is going to publish a piece called The 
Late Forties. 

The subject of this piece will be the con- 
quest of the United States by the Russians. 
it will begin more or less as follows: 

Never in the history of the world was one 
people as completely dominated, intellectu- 
ally and morally, by 
another as the peo- 
ple of the United 
States by the people 
of Russia in the four 
years from 1946 
through 1949, Ameri- 
can foreign policy 
was a mirror image 
of Russian foreign 
policy: whatever the 
Russians did, we did 
in reverse. American 
domestic politics 
were conducted un-, 
der a kind of upside- 
dow Ryssian veto: Archibald MacLeish 
no man could be. 
elected to public office unless he was on 
record as detesting the Russians, and no 
proposal could be enacted, from a peace 
plan at one end to a military budget at 
the other, unless it could be demonstrated 
that the Russians wouldn’t like it.... 

American education was Russian educa- 
tion backward: ignorance of Communism 
was the principal educational objective rec- 
ognized by politicians. ... ’ 


At the Peak of Power 


Even religious dogma was Russian dog- 
ma turned about: the first duty of a good 
Christian in the United States in those 
years was not to love his enemies but to 
hate the Communists—after which he was 
told to pray for them if he could. 


All this, moreover—so the story will go 
on—all this took place not in a time of 
national weakness or decay but precisely 
at the moment when the United States had 
reached the highest point of world power. 

It is unlikely that any future account of 
the prodigious paradox of our conduct 
will fail to reach the conclusion that we 
lost our way as a people, and wandered 
into the Russian looking-glass, primarily 
because we were unable’to think. 

We were unable, that is, to understand 
the nature of the crisis in which we were 
caught or the character of the role we 
were called upon to play. Instead, we en- 
larged upon a necessary police operation 
until it became not only a national policy 
but the national policy. 


The ‘True Revolution 


The crisis in which we were caught was 
not new but had been produced by the 
cumulative changes of many centuries. It 
was not a crisis in internatjonal relations 


but a crisis in civilization, a crisis in cul-- 


ture, a crisis in the condition of man. That 
crisis had not been precipitated by the rise 
of Communism, which was, indeed, one of 
its consequences, or by a conspiracy in 
the Kremlin, which was one of its inci- 
dents, but by a tragic lag between the dis- 
integration of one order of society—the 
petering out of one historical era—and the 
flowering of another. 

The true olutionary force in our 
epoch—the fo moving not backward, 
toward the disintegrating age, but forward, 
toward the age which had not yet begun 
—was the force which had been released 
at the end of the eighteenth century and 
the beginning of the nineteenth by the 
words and actions of a few men, most of 
them Americans. “7 
The belief that the world ¢risis .could 
be resolved merely by resisting and con- 
taining Communism was, therefore, a delu- 
sive belief; and the conclusion that the

The dying world is the world which . 


reached its highest European integration 
in the Middle Ages: the world in which 


MacLeish in the 
men were able to realize themselves and 
fulfill their lives as members of the close- 
ly knit body of a city, or a church, or a 
state, or a feudal or institutional structure. 

The new world is the world in.which 
men, exiled from an institutional security 
and an institutional fulfillment, will learn 
to realize themselves as whole and indi- 
vidual human beings answerable to their 
consciences and God. The new world, 


‘though it was foreseen 170 years ago, has 


yet to be established. 


An Inadequate Position 


Communism, like its authoritarian rivals, 
seeks to cure the sickness of the condition 
of man by turning back against the cur- 
rent of human evolution to that decaying 
city of hierarchical and disciplined order 
in which mankind, at certain sacrifices of 
manhood, may find seclusion and retreat. 

The one force which can claim the revo- 
lutionary title in the world we live in, the 
one force which can claim to move in the 
direction -oflife, is the force that Jeffer- 
son put into words. 

The inadequacy of the position we have 
taken is only too obvious. Neither Com: 
munism nor any other body of positive be- 
lief can be overcome in a period of world- 
wide dissatisfaction and unrest merely by 
denying it, or by offering, as a substitute, 
the world of things as they are. It can be 
fought only with a true alternative. 


The real choice is the choice between all 
forms of authoritarianism on the one side 
and,.on the other, the dream of,;a whole 
and responsible human freedom. The real 
conflict, in other words, the underlying con- 
flict, is not the struggle.between the Krem- 
lin and the West which the press associa- 
tions report from day to day. The real 
conflict is the conflict between world re- 
action, which preaches submission to au- 
thority, whether of a state or a man or a 
party or a church, and world revolution 
which is still, however the various reac- 
tionaries may attempt to confuse the is- 
sue, the revolution of the individual, the 
revolution of the whole man. 


The Soul of a People 


Having unwisely elected to forgo our 
own purposes as a people, and to resist the 
purposes of the Russians, we have found 
ourselves, not once but many times in the 
past four years, befriending those who 
hate the revolution of the individual as vio- 
lently as the Communists hate it. And 
not only abroad but here at home. For, by 
putting the hatred and fear of Russia first 
we have opened the sacred center of our 
lives,, our most essential freedoms—the 
freedoms of mind and thought—to: those 
among us who have always hated thdse 
freedoms and who know well how to use 
our fear of Russia as.a mask to cover their 
disguised attacks. 


The soul of a people is the image it, 


cherishes of itself; the aspect in which it 
sees itself against the past; the attributes to 
which its future conduct must respond, To 
destroy that image is to destroy, in a very 
real sense, the identity of the nation, for 
to destroy the image is to destroy the 


‘means by which the nation recognizes 


what it is and what it has to do. 


Red Lies, Red Fraud 


What is happening in the United States 
under the impact of.the negative and de- 
fensive and often frightened opinion of 
these years is the falsification of the image 
the American people have long cherished 
of themselves as beginners and begetters, 
changers and challengers, creators and ac-° 
complishers. 

The old words of freedom and revolution 
are still around, louder than ever,’ but 
somehow they are not the same. Revolu- 
tion, which was once a word spoken with 
pride by every American who had the right 
to claim it, has become a word spoken with 
timidity and doubt and even loathing. 
And freedom which, in the old days, was 
something you used has now become ‘some- 
thing you save—something you put away 
and protect like your other 
like a deed or a bond in a bank.

The Costliest Blunder 


Men of conscience and concern and hon- 
est mind in every country, when all the 
arguments are in, will say of us that we 
had it in our power at a critical mo- 
ment in history, when the whole future of 
humanity hung in balance, to present a 
true and hopeful alternative to the iron 
choice with which the world was faced and 
that we did not do it. 


Resistance to the Russians became an 
end and object in itself. And the result 
was a declaration of political bankruptcy 
such as few great nations in the course of 
history have even confessed to. No one in 
his senses denies that Russian fraud, Rus- 
sian lies, Russian militarism, Russian im- 
perialism, Russian stupidity and fanaticism 
and greed left us no choice but to rearm. 
But no one in his senses can deny either 
that we made of this necessity the excuse 
for a failure to achieve a policy of our 
own. That failure may turn out to have 
been the costliest blunder in our history. 

What needed to be done in the years im- 
mediately following the second war is ob- 
vious even now. What needed to’ be done 
both for the purposes of peace and for the 

hope of human life 
was to break the im- 
potent and issueless 
deadiock, the total 
spiritual impasse, be- 
tween the two au- 
thoritarianisms of 
right and left by de- 
claring, as alterna- 
tive to them both, a 
free man’s solution 
of the problems of 
this time.

Henry L. Stimson against us, that we 
did not see what needed to be done. The 
wisest and soberest and most realistic 
statesmen of our generation warned us 
three years ago that the job we had to do

and Henry L. Stimson did not speak alone. 


Before the Cock Crows 


Certainly the political problems, difficult 
and delicate though they may be, are not 
insoluble. Some, like the control or the 
liquidation of monopolies which stand in 
the way of individual initiative, have a 
long history in this country. Others, like 
the struggle to liberate individuals from 
the degrading fear of unemployment or old 
age or sickness, are less familiar—at least 
in the United States. Still others, like the 
overriding question of the relation between 
individual freedom and the intervention 
of the state, have a meaning for our gen- 
eration which they did not have for gen- 
erations before. But only a man who did 
not wish to find an answer to questions 
such as these would argue that no answer 
can be found. What is true of the political 
difficulties is true also of the industrial.

We are at that poirt in our moral his- 
tory as a people at wich we have failed, 
for the first time in a moment of decision, 
to assert our moral purpose. We have not 
yet denied that purpose—the cock has not 
crowed for the second time—but we have 
failed to assert it. 

If we do nothing, if we continue to stand 
where the forties have left us, we will have 
taken one decision, we 4#vill have ceased to 
be what we were and we will inevitably 
become something else, something very dif- 
ferent, something the founders would not:

In opening areas in Northern 
Rhodesia to British colonize it 
is seeking to develop a stable pop- 
ulation that will work along with 
natives, not on top of them. 

Britain is sending hundreds— 
350 in Nigeria alone—of Africans 
to universities abroad to prepare 
them for governmental adminis- 
trative positions. 

Britain’s Goal. 

Britain’s goal in its most ad- 
vanced colonies is to improve con- 
ditions to the point where advo- 
cates of self-government will have 
fewer issues on which to ow 
strong. In the event self-govern- 
ment comes rapidly in some colo- 
nies, it hopes to have enough quick 
education thrown to keep na- 
tives friendly and anxious to re- 
main in the Commonwealth and 
anti-Communist. 

The French prefaced their pro- 
gtam with the dramatic gesture of 
abolishing colonial status and mak- 
ing its tremendous population of 
40,000,000 Africans full citizens of 
France. At this early stage, the 
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In Johannesburg earlier this 
year, Maj. Gen. Sir Francis de 
Guingand, Field Marshal Mont- 
gomery’s old chief of staff, said 
that even the southern end of the 
African continent would play a big 
part in case of war. 

“The role I envisage,” he said, 
“is as a base for the defense of 
the union’s actual strategic fron- 
tier—the North African seaboard. 
To this, in any war against Com- 
munist powers, must be added an- 
other vital factor—internal securi- 
ties.

Labor Leader Pastore Attempting| 
To Weld Italian Workers Into a 


Democratic, Non- Political Force 


He Broke With Communists Over 1948 Gen- 


eral Strike, Has Cracked Their Monopoly|? 


on Unions — Faith in Free Movement 
Buttressed by Visit to U.S. This Year.

ROME. 


HOSE famous elections of April 18, 1948, gave Italy a Christian 
Democrat and therefore anti-Communist government. The new 


Republic, it was generally believed, was on its way to a bright, 


democratic future. 


However, it soon becamé clear that while the 


victory of the almost monkishly ascetic Premier Alcide de Gasperi 
turned the gnomish Palmiro Togliatti out of the Government and 
reduced his nuisance value in the Chamber of Deputies, it did not 
break the Communists’ hold on Italian labor, without whose whole- 
hearted support none of the Christian Democrats’ political and eco- 


nomic policies could be realized. 

The task of fighting for demo- 
cratic aims at the labor level, 
where the risks to life and limb 
are greatest, fell to a largely un- 
known little man named Giulio 
Pastore. More than a year ago 
Pastore, former textile worker and 
newspaper man, wartime partisan 
and at present a Christian Demo- 
crat member of the Chamber, set 
himself the job of creating and 
enlarging a free, non-political 
Italian trade union movement. 

He has already succeeded in 
breaking a Communist monopoly 
on Italian labor by founding the 
Libera  Confederazione Italiana 
dei Lavoratori (Free Confedera- 
tion of Italian Workers.) His ac- 
tion inspired the creation of an- 
other group, also democratically 
inclined, the Federazione Italiana 
del Lavoro. 

Competition for Reds. 

The powerful, Communist-domi- 
nated Confedérazione Italiana dei 
Lavoratori, or CGIL, at last has 
some competition from the LCGIL 
and the FIL. But can’ Pastore 


.|hold together his estimated 1,- 


500,000 LCGIL followers? Can he 
induce the leaders of the FIL and 
their small (at most 250,000) fol- 
lowings to join his organization? 

More pertinently, can the stocky, 
balding, patient Pastore build an 
organization big enough to com- 
pete with the mammoth CGIL, 
which is 4,500,000 strong? 

The bulk of organized labor re- 
mains under domination of burly, 
able, 55-year-old Giuseppe de Vit- 
torio whom the center and right 
wing press, with more imagination 
than they usually show, aptly call 
“La Mina,” a bomb. He is pre- 
cisely that. Today he orders a 
strike—as happened recently in 
the industrial north—to sabotage 


the Marshall Plan, tomorrow an- 
other to protest against the Atlan- 
tic Pact. 

One day, should circumstances 
demand, he might generate, at the 
Kremlin’s bidding, strikes and vio- 
lence enough. to blow the De Gas- 
peri government sky high. That 
D. Vittorio and his CGIL failed to 
unseat De Gasperi with a general 
strike a year ago last week was 
at least partly due to the courage 
and initiative of Pastore. This is 
what happened: 


A would-be assassin emptied a 
revolver at Togliatti, able head 
of Italian Communism, in an outer 
hall of the Chamber. In protest, 
Di Vittorio ordered the CGIL, then 
composed of workers of every hue 
of the gaudy Italian political spec- 
trum, out on a 24-hour general 
strike. 


Within a few hours not a work- 
er’s hand moved, not a wheel 
turned in all Italy. , 


De Gasperi Challenged. 

That was in July 1948, just three 
months after the still-untried gov- 
ernment of Alcide de Gasperi had 
taken office. Di Vittorio, without 
consulting the non-Communist ele- 
ments of CGIL—among them the 
Christian Democrats whom Pas- 
tore then represented—ordered the 
strike continued beyond the es- 
tablished deadline “until such time 
as De Gasperi is overthrown and 
a new government is formed to 
include Communists.” 


Promptly, Pastore notified Di 
Vittorio that unless he revoked the 
new order the Christian Demo- 
crats would walk out of the CGIL. 
Di Vittorio ignored /Pastore’s 
threat. Pastore did walk out and 
took with him all the unions he 
represented. The general strike 
was broken. 


Before walking out of the CGIL,

Pastore solicited the support of 
two other ‘anti-Communist labor 
leaders: Sarragat Socialist Gio- 
vanni Canini and Republican En- 
rico Parri. Both demurred wish- 
ing, they said, to “preserve work- 
ing class unity.” Later both 
learned that “working class unity” 
might also mean “slavery,” and 
quit the CGIL to form the FIL. 


At about the time that Pastore 
opened his LCGIL headquarters 
and launched a nation-wide mem- 
bership campaign, Canini and Par- 
ri realized their helplessness in 
the CGIL. They could not buck 
the big Communist majority in 
elections, strike votes and other 
union business, 


In November they pulled out of 
the CGIL. However, they refused 
to line up with Pastore, telling 
friends that they “didn’t want to 
exchange domination by the Com- 
munists for the overlordship of 
the priests.” 


Alliance Pessible. 

There were indicafions this 
week, however, that Canini and 
Parri might join Pastore. in the 
not too distant feture. The three 
men have begun to know ard 
understand one another, largely as 
the result of a trip to the United 
States which Pastere, Canini and 
Claudio Rocchi, representiag Par- 
ri, made three months ggo. 


Since their return, tore and 
the leaders of the FIL have 
lunched, dined and talked to- 
gether many times. They have be- 
gun to trust each other and to 
see thet it is possible to wonk to- 
gether toward common ends.

The garrison headquar- 
ters sealed off the short-wave 
bands and returned the sets to 
the owners. 

The action was ostensibly taken 
to prevent listeners from hearing 
Communist broadcasts, but in 
view.of the great number of Chi- 
nese Communist stations broad- 
casting on the medium-wave 
lengths, it may have been aimed 
at sealing off news from outside 
of China. In any event, the ac- 
tion illustrates the ease with 
which authorities, including the 


listeners of the Voice of America 
—as long as the great majority 


casts. 

The medium-wave station broad- 
casting from Manila can be heard 
along the South China _ coast. 
Further inland the signal is too 
weak to be picked up regularly. 
Except for the few short-wave re- 
ceivers still working the great 
areas of the Yangtze river valley, 
north China and Manchuria are 
cut off from American  broad- 
casts. : 

Red Radios Blanket Country. 

The importance of this develop- 
ment is most obvious to those 
familiar with the programs over 
Chinese Communist stations now 
blanketing the greater part of 
China. The Chinese Communists 
have been consistently critical of 
the United States Government. 
Their attacks have centered upon 
United States support of the Na- 
tionalists and Colonial regimes in 
southeast Asia. American policy 
in Japan has become a favorite 
and “natural” Communist scape- 
}goat in view of popular Chinese 
distrust of any attempt to rebuild 
Japan. In the process not only 
United States official policy but 
American institutions and ideas 
are being discredited. 

The State Department’s United 
States Information Service offices, 
attached to most of the 13 Ameri- 
can consulates in China, are not 
equal to meeting the attack, With 
a few exceptions, the Communists 
have permitted the USIS to con- 
tinue functioning as they did under 
the’ Nationalists, but their libra- 
ries, news files and films are 
largely limited to distribution in 
the larger cities. 7

Bicentennial at Aspen 


| READING AND WRITING

| ASPEN, Colo. — 

recently concluded 
Goethe Bicentennial Festival 
held here was a _ quest 
as well as an act of homage. Be- 
hind the many addresses deliv- 
ered by some of the world's 
most eminent scholars, in the 
tented amphitheater lying in the 
shadow of the great mountains, 
was the compelling force of two 
questions: “How can we get 
closer to Goethe’s many-sided 
personality?” and “‘How can we 
apply his life and his thought 
to mankind’s problems, here and 
now?” . 


To Robert Hutchins, Chancel- 
lor of the University of Chicago 
and chairman of the Bicenten- 
nial Foundation, Goethe stood 
for a universality of thought and 
a moral order in which the free 
but self - mastered ‘individual 
acted in harmony with respon- 
sible authority. Goethe thought 
that authority was natural — 
could be deduced from nature— 
and should be respected. But 
the individual was not obligated 
to respect the authorities who 
executed Socrates and Huss. 


A communion between men of 
good will, whatever their nation- 
ality, was a force that operated 
against violations of the moral 
order. Goethe’s far-reaching 
mind sought such a communion 
in science, art and ethics. If 
effective acceptance and execu- 
tion of this idea once could have 
been regarded as a matter of 
choice, it was now a matter of 
life and death. The rejection of 
principles implicit in the 
thoughts @f Goethe and others 
has brought. mankind to a hide-

denied to Shakespeare what he 
conceded to Tolstoy, perhaps it 
Was because he added that the 
universal quality was not, of it- 
self a virtue. Presumably, it re- 
quired artistic stature as well as 
the will to escape parochfalism. 
In any case, a number of points 
of difference between the main 
speakers at the convocation did 
come out and a number of dis- 
putes were generated both inside 
and outside the amphitheater. 
For instance, Goethe’s reliance 
upon a study of nature—includ- 
ing man—as the basis of his 
philosophy and his world view, 
was stressed repeatedly. As Dr. 
Albert Schweitzer pointed out, 
the philosophic systems of Kant, 
Fichte, Schelling, Hegel and 
Schopenhauer were alien to him 
because “their thinking does not 
start from the study of nature 
itself but applies to it some pre- 


ous dilemma: If the atom bomb ‘fabricated theories.” 


was used for war we would be 
blown to bits; if it were used 
to create more leisure we would 
all be bored to death for lack of 
constructive ways to employ it. 


Era of World Literature 


Thus, Mr. Hutchins made a prac- 
tical and dramatic application of 
Goethean precepts. But Goethe’s 
universality was, of course, a re- 
current theme. Thornton Wilder, 
in his crisp and epigrammatic 
address which he gave twice 
(with slight changes) said that 
Goethe reflected ‘“‘the *individ- 
ual’s sense of relationship to the 
all.”” It was this quality, Wildtr 
thought, that distinguished uni- 
versal literature from that whose 
significance was local or fre- 
etricted. 

Goethe had announced that 
the epoch of world literature 
was at hand. The accuracy of 
this prediction was fulfilled in 
the works of Tolstoy, Dostoiev- 
sky, Gogol, Melville, Whitman 
and others. Mr. Wilder did not 
find the universal quality in 
Balzac or even in Shakespeare, 
but he was prepared to encoun- 
ter angry refutations, especially 
with regard to Shakespeare. 


What was the nature of this 
quality? Why did one find it in 
Anna Karenina and not in Flau- 
bert’s Emma Bovary? It was not 
that the first was obviously sym- 
bolic. Indeed, she was so close- 
ly particularized as to be unique. 
What she did have, combined 
with her individuality, was a 
sense of being related to the mil- 
lions of women who had lived, 
loved and died before her. And 
in reading ““War and Peace” one 
could sense Tolstoy’s feeling that 
millions of girls in Babylon and 
in Carthage ead been just as 
lovely as Natasha Rostova. 


Goethe’s Source in Nature 


Goethe was impressed, said 
Mr. Wilder, by the qualities men 
had in common and they were 
ttie best qualities of mankind. 

If heated rebuttals were not 
hurled at Mr, Wilder for having 


From nature, then, Goethe in- 
ferred that there was matter and 
spirit in the universe and that 
the two were in conflict. From 
observing nature, too, he de- 
duced that the spirit acted upon 
matter as a perfecting force. The 
whole body of his ideas, in fact, 
from the belief that it is man’s 
first duty to be active and that 
information which does not lead 
to productivity is odious, down 
to the simple homily that one 
should be kind—all are derived 
from principles that he got from 
nature. Included, naturally, 
would be his conception that God 
was immanent—or inside — na- 
ture, 


Ortega to the Contrary 


Jose Ortega y Gasset, the emi- 
nent Spanish philosopher, used 
the occasion of his second ad- 
dress to belittle the importance 
of Goethe’s nature philosophy. 
He implied, in fact, that it was 
neither philosophical nor scien- 
tific but valuable only to the ex- 
tent that it nourished Goethe’s 
poetic genius. ‘‘Goethe,” he said, 
‘“‘believed in nature with a soul.” 
But man, he insisted, was not 
botanical. Man is a creature who 
escaped from nature; he is a 
deserter from the animal king- 
dom and strives constantly to 
adapt nature to himself. Goethe’s 
own life was certainly not “a 
smooth unfolding like a plant. 
He traversed his life in search 
of humility and he held that ‘He 
alone deserves liberty or life who 
daily must conquer it.’ ”’ 

In a sense, too, Ludwig Lew- 
isohn, the American novelist and 
teacher, minimized Goethe’s na- 
ture philosophy by saying that 
he was primarily an artist 
whose personality was the great- 
est of his works. Gerardus, van 
der Leeuw of Groningen Univer- 
sity, The Netherlands, in describ- 
ing Goethe as a “myth” (A 
myth, he said, is a tale that 
works), also implied that he 
should be taken as a whole with- 
out thought of ‘tying up every 
thing he said or did into a con- 
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: out dissolving himself: and that,

sistent body of ideas. But revert- 
ing to Dr. Lewisohn, he affirmed 
his belief in Goethe’s primacy as 
an artist by reading a number of 
his own translations of Goethe’s 
lesser known poems. 


Dr. Lewisehn’s contention that 
great poetry could be translated 
was challenged, in a post-lecture 
discussion, by Thornton Wilder. 
This minor dispute re-echoed in 
formal and informal discussion 
for days. One disputant pointed 
out that Dr. Lewisohn had trans- 
formed the every-day kind of 
language that Goethe used into 
the elevated diction which was 
characteristic of poetry in the 
English language. Dr. Lewisohn 
replied that he was trying to re- 
produce the essential thought 
and musicality of the original in 
a parallel medium and naturally 
employed the special properties 
of the latter. It was not a ques- 
tion that could be settled; then 
or ever, The audience, however, 
was obviously impressed by the 
beauty of Dr. Lewisohn’s trans- 
lations. 


Goethe’s View of God 


An aspect of Goethe's nature 
which seemed to have inward 
contradictions — as represented 
by the several speakers—was his 
religion. He believed that Jesus 
was the incarnation of God’s love 
but that man must come to an 
understanding of it through his 


own reflections rather than by 


recourse to authority. His belief 
that God was immanent in na- 
ture seemed to contradict the 
principle which is part of Chris- 
tian and Judaistic dogma that 
God, to be the Author of the 
Universe, must be outside na- 
ture. 
in the open. Private disputants 
made the point, however, that 
God could permeate nature with- 


This was never fought out 


derstood each other’s definitions. 
It is rare, however, that audi- 
ences have listened to se many 
words and for such a long time 
with such apparent absorption. 
W. E. Hocking, the Harvard 
philosopher, said, in passing, 
during his speech on “‘The Bind- 
ing Ingredients of Civilization” 
that “difficult writing means un- 
finished thinking.” With that 
as a criterion, one can say that 
most of the thinking at the 
Goethe convocation was remark- 
able for its finish even though 
the speakers, by necessity, -were 
constantly dealing in abstrac- 
tions and in pregnant general- 
ities that could not be spelled 
out. 

What seems reasonable to as- 
sume, at the very least, is that 
the 3000 or more visitors to the 
Aspen festival will return to 
Goethe, or confront him for the 
first time with clues and guides 
that they would never have had 
otherwise. 

The best proof of the gener- 
ative and far-reaching power of 
Goethe’s mind is that it could 
have brought together so many 
distinguished men of thought 
from so many parts of the earth, 
including India. And these men 
were brought together in more 
than a physical sense, They 
found that their common pre- 
suppositions affecting the dignity 
of man, a moral and social or- 
der favorable to the enrichment 
of the personality, the binding 
force of art, and the dangers of 
tribal self-worship, far out- 
weighed any differences. 

As a further commemoration 
of Goethe’s 200th birthday, the 
Bicentennial Foundation is issu- 
ing his complete works and will 
also publish the complete text of 
the proceedings at Aspen. :

OMETIMES the historical 
S novelist becomes so. en- 

grossed in his chief character 
that, although he does not stray 
far from historical fact, he points 
up a quality here and forgives a 
fault there until what finally 
emerges is a personality quite 
different from that which his- 
torians have suggested. 

This, it seems to me, is pre- 
cisely what Miss Plaidy, a tal- 
ented’ Englishwoman, has. done 
with Anne Boleyn. She has writ- 
ten a very moving book about 
Anne, and since she has. appar- 
ently done a ‘vast amount of re- 
search, she may be right in her 
interpretation of Anne’s person- 
ality, but it is not quite what 
the history books have taught. 
This is not necessarily bad. 


Brought up in the French 
eourt from her seventh year, 
Anne first met Henry VIII when 
she was 16, ‘He was taken with 
her at once, and she was am- 
bitious. When she was ‘19, 
Henry, who was then 35. years 
old, was proposing to divorce 
Katharine and marry her. It 
was several years before Henry 
broke with the Catholic Church, 
divorced Katharine, and married. 
Anne, but during that time Anne 
was the only woman he loved. 

. - 

Anne’s subsequent fall from 
favor came, in large part, be- 
cause she did not bear Henry a 
son. Even so, she might have 
held him if, early in her career, 
she had not been so sure of her 
power over him. 

There was much in the real 
Anne’s character that we should 
find hard to forgive, though the 
author has managed rather well 
with her Anne. As Queen, Anne 
mistreated her predecessor, 
Katharine, and the Princess 
Mary. She also had a great deal 
to do with the execution of Sir 
Thomas More. History cannot 
overlook these actions, but Miss 
Plaidy finds motives for them 
and seems to think little the less 
of her chief character, When at 
last her own head rolls on Tower 
Green, Anne has almost vindi- 
cated herself completely. 

Of the six wives of Henry VIII, 
Anne was surely the most inter- 
esting woman. Virtually nothing 
has been added to her story, but 
the book is nevertheless dra- 
matic and compelling. Miss 
Plaidy has not been successful 


in bringing all her characters to 
life; since, however, many of 
them are so well known, her 
lack does not seem a very great 
fault.

which has exerted such a pro- 
found influence on the develop- 
ment of the trade unions in Eng- 
land. For 15 years (1909-1924) 
he was its president. It was 
based on the conviction that edu- 
cation can be used as an instru- 
ment of social emancipation. 

Later on he wrote, “The more 
thoughtful minds in the Labour 
Movement have become increas- 
ingly convinced that the real 
root of social problems is spir- 
itual. . .. What Labour is re- 
senting is not' so mych poverty, 
short of destitution, but rather 
the insult to the personality of 
the poor man.” ' 

No one thought more earnest- 
ly on the question of what the 
church ought to say about 
the social problems of the 
day than William Temple. He 
was always on the side of the 
underdog. When he was seven 


years of, age they were having | 


chicken for dinner and someone 
mentioned that the servants were 
not allowed chicken. Whereupon 
William Temple put down his 
knife and fork and burst into 
tears, and his question—‘‘Why 
not?’’—-they could not answer.

ITCHING always has been 
P one of the most uncertain 
things in baseball and the 
latest surprising development is 
the sudden arrival of Kenneth 
Alphonse Heintzelman. 

Kenneth left his home at 
Peruque, Mo.; in 1935 to pitch 
for the McKeesport club of the 
Pennsylvania State League and 
in only one season, until this 
year, did he. win more games 
than he. lost.

In 1938 Heintzelman won four 
and lost five at Montreal and 
then moved up to Pittsburgh.

WASHINGTON, July 23 — A 
House labor subcommittee gave its 
approval yesterday to a mine safe- 
ty .bill giving federal coal mine in- 
spectors power to close mines in 
which they find imminent danger. 


The measure was sponsored by 
Representative Melvin Price 
(Dem.), East St. Louis. 

A similar bill, offered in the 
Senate by Senator Matthew M. 
Neely (Dem.), West Virginia, has 
been approved by the full Senate 
Labor Committee and is awaiting 
action by the Senate. 

Representative Augustine Kelley 
(Dem.), Pennsylvania, chairman of 
the House subcommittee, told the 
Post-Dispatch the Price bifl had 
been amended by his group to 
make it conform to details of the 
Neely bill, but no essential change 
Was made. 

Kelley said he would seek an 
early hearing by the full House 
Labor Committee in the hope that 
it could report the Price bill out 
within a week or 10 days for ac- 
tion by the House. 

Under existing law the authority 
of federal mine inspectors is solely 
advisory. Enforcement of their 
recommendations is with the 
states, which often ignore the sug- 
gestions of the federal inspectors. 

The pending bills would give the 
Federal Bureau of Mines authority 
to’ prescribe safety standards cov- 
ering’ such matters as timbering, 
rock dusting and ventilation. 

Refusal to ccozaply with an in- 
spector’s order to close a mine in 
which imminent danger was found 
to exist would be punishable by a 


fine up to $2000 and a jail sentence 
up to six months. 

The bills were introduced as a 
result of the Centralia (Ill.) mine 
disaster in which 111 miners were 
killed in 1947.

They charged first degree bur- 
glary and, in three cases, flogging 
while masked. 

The Rev. Mr. Lyons, arrested 
earlier this week on a warrant, 
denied to newspaper men that he 
knew anything about any flog- 
gings, or that he was a member 
of the Ku Klux Klan, He said he 
had been preaching about three 
years. He is a mule-handler at a 
coal mine on weekdays. 

The indictments against the 
Rev. Mr. Lyons were returned by 
the grand jury last night. A pre- 
vious grand jury indicted 17 men 
for night rider terrorism. All now 
are free on bond. 

Morris Released on Bond. 

Alabama's top Klansman, Wil- 
liam Hugh Morris, was released 
from jail on $500 bond. tonight. 
The director of the Federated Ku 
Klux Klans, Inc., had been in jail 
for contempt since July 7 when he 
refused to bring Klan records be- 
fore a grand jury. 

Hugh Locke, his attorney, said 
Morris’s release was effected in 
accordance with a decree of July 
9, when Circuit Judge Robert J. 
Wheeler set bond for Morris pro- 
vided he would agree to bring the 
Klan records to court. 


Morris declined to sign the bond 
and was kept in jail. 

He was released tonight on 
agreement that he would make an 
effort to find the records, which 
he has asserted have been stolen 
from his home. 

Asked what prompted the Klan 
leader to change his mind, his at- 
torney said “I don’t know the rea- 
son.” 

Warns of Political Revenge. 

Meanwhile, a Ku Klux Klan 
spokesman threatened political 
revenge against officials conduct- 
ing the investigation of hooded 
mob violence. 

Dr. Lycurgus Spinks, 1947 can- 
didate for Governor in Mississip- 
pi, speaking at a Klan-called pub- 
lic meeting in suburban Tarrant 
City last night made the threat of 
political retaliation. * 

Spinks, who now lives in Thom- 
asville, Ala., predicted the Klan 
will have 150,000 Alabama mem- 
bers by the next election and as- 
serted: 

“We are going to see that some 
of those birds down in Montgom- 
ery (the state capital) are retired 
to their country estates.” 

He followed with verbal assaults 
on state officials who have been 
active in Klan investigations. 

Klan officials have denied re- 
peatedly that any of their mem- 
bers flogged anyone or otherwise 
violated the law.

BANDUNG, Java, July 23 (AP) 
Krakatau, ‘ the island volcano 
that blew itself out of the water 
in 1883 and killed 36,000 persons, 
left more behind than a fearful 
memory. a 

A new volcano island. is rising 
from the same spot in the Java 
sea between Sumatra and Java. 
This monster offspring is called 
Anak (child of) Krakatau.' Like 
its mother, it is a bad actor rum- 
bling and belching clouds of sul~ 
phurous vapor. 

But is it a menace that will 
result in another catastrophe for 
Indonesia? Scientists keeping 
watch over it think not—at least 
for the present. 

Recent tests of material spewed 
out by Anak Krakatau’ showed 
the 10-year-old volcano probably 
is at the beginning of a new erup- 
tion cycle. This “favors the con- 
clusion” that pres@nt activity is 
remote from a major outburst, a 
Government survey cautiously 
points out. 

Anak Krakatau is but one of 
149 volcanic centers in the East 
Indies. Official reports show the 
others have taken 130,000 lives 
since 1800. A major volcanic disas- 
ter causing death and destruction 
has occurred every three years. 


Volcano Expert. 

The man responsible for keeping 
an eye on the troublesome moun- 
tains of the Indies is a 58-year- 
old Russian, formerly a colonel in 
the Czar’s Cossaks. W. A, Petroe- 
schevsky, who heads the Govern- 
ment volcanological survey for 
the Dutch, “probably is the most 
active ‘retired’ army Man any- 
where,” his colleagues say. 


He and a skeleton staff.of nine 


five miles in length and three 
across. She hadn’t erupted in two 
centuries,’ Petroeschevsky said. 

“One day she started with a 
booming like artillery.

“Finally, one day in August, the

The eruption of Tambora (on 
Soembawa island off Java’s east 
coast) brought death to an esti- 
mated 92,000 persons. 

The most recent disaster of 
great magnitude was the eruption 
in 1930 of ‘Merapi in central Java. 
A glowing cloud of hot gases 
spilled suddenly from the crater, 
seared the countryside for miles 
and killed 1300. 

‘ Volcanoes Today. 

The most dangerous volcanoes 
today? 

“It isn’t possible to say,” Petroe- 
schevsky explained. “We can 
check on active volcanoes and 
sometimes. warn of localized 
danger, but the worst ‘killers’ are 
apparently dormant volcanoes that 
suddenly blow after a period of 
rest. We can’t predict much about 
them. 

“Craters that give off gases and 
appear most deadly are not. Their 


action serves as a safety Valve.

Sut that 
doesn’t necessarily indicate that 
they are connected with any, im- 
proper transactions.” 

He said he was not drawing 
any conclusions. He stressed that 
the contents of the diary are be- 
ing kept secret partly because 
many of the persons mentioned 
in it are obviously in no way im- 
plicated in five percenter opera- 
tions. 

Asked About White House Officials 

Hoey was asked whether his 
statement that some Government 
officials are mentioned in the 
notebook, was meant to include 
White House officials. He replied 
only: ° 

“White House officials are offi- 
cials. I do not wish to get specific 
about anybody.” 

Hoey previously has made it 
clear that Feldman and Waitt are 
mentioned in the diary, but he has 
declined to discuss the matter 
further. He has also refused to 
say whether Maj. Gen. Harry H. 
Vaughan, President Truman’s 
Army aide, is mentioned. 

The Herald Tribune-Post Dis- 
patch story quoted Grindle as say- 
ing that Hunt listed Feldman and 
Waitt as well as Vaughan as 
friends. 

Source of Leads.. 

The official who said there is 
nothing in the diary that incrimi- 
nates anyone told a reporter that 
the document is proving valuable 
as a source of leads, but that it 
contains little primary informa- 
tion. 

The subcommittee has turned 
copies of the notebook, reportedly 
a 1000-page affair, over to the 
Army Inspector General and to 
the War Assets Administration. 

The Army and WAA are check- 
ing the names in the diary in an

It was learned, meanwhile, that 
in addition to the diary the sub- 
committe has obtained transcrip- 
tions of some of Hunt’s recorded 
telephone conversations.

Dale, who had for a couple of 
years been a quiet, small town 
constable, started his one-man 
crusade in the spring when he 
drove the 25 miles from La Porte 
to Houston to pick up a Negro 
man wanted for a minor offensé.

There’s 
the cost, too, of maintenance, 
reading and bookkeeping of the 
DC meters (an extra item where 
there also is an AC installation).”

The direct current network was 
established in downtown St. Louis 
in the Gay Nineties, about the 
time tall buildiags requiring pow- 
er-driven elevators began to be- 
come common, and when electric- 
powered machinery like lathes 
began to come into industry. 
About the same time, by city ordi- 
nance in 1898, the entire network 
of power lines in the downtown 
area, was placed under ground.

In performing this 
task, the squad last. year arrested more than 1600 women who were 

suspected of being prostitutes, promiscuous, or venereally infected. 

Largely as a result of the squad's activities, there is little organized 
prostitution in the city. What traffic of this kind does exist is carried on 
mostly by individual prostitutes and panders. This is in sharp contrast to the 
eighties when St. Louis had a segregated area in which probtitution was legal, 
and licensed brothel keepers, displaying their names over their establish- 
ments, solicited trade. | 

_ Formed in 1941, the morality squad consists of six detectives working out 
of the Secret Service division of the Police Department. It is headed by 
Lieutenant Jake Joseph. Two policewomen from the crime prevention bureau 
and two plain clothesmen from each of five police districts work with the six 
detectives. It also is the morality squad's duty to keep an eye out for. obscene 
night club performances, and for obscenity in literature, movies, novelties. 

Lieutenant J oseph and his men go on the theory that the best way to 
attack prostitution is to discourage its practitioners by repeated arrests. 

Operating at night out of squad cars, detectives follow leads given them 
by informants, visit and revisit known hot spots, taverns, hotels. They are 
not reluctant to separate o& woman from her companion of the moment if she 
is suspected. On many occasions squad members have had to fight their 
way out of a tavern in the process. 

On being arrested, a woman usually is taken to the Central District 
station, booked. and held for investigation. Whenever possible, she is held on 
a specific charge. However, getting adequate legal evidence for a convic- 
tion on a charge of prostitution is extremely difficult. Consequently, only a 
very small percentage of morality squad arrests end in fines or imprisonment. 

In large measure, the value of the squad's work lies in keeping organized 
bawdy houses from getting started, trying to discourage individual prostitutes, 
and in breaking the chain of venereal infections. All women arrested by the 
squad are sent to the Medico-Legal Clinic in the Municipal Courts Building. 
They are examined, and if found venereally infected are detained and treated.
